Read attentively 
the whole of this prayer, it is a model for your own pray- 
ers, our Saviour begins with an addreſs to the F ather, and 
repeats. the ſame frequently, ſaying, O Father — Holy 
Father — O rightcous Father, — W hat abſurdities do not 
the Trinitarians make of this excellent prayer, when 
they talk of their God the Son, their God the Holy 
Gholt, their God the holy, bleſſed and glorious Trinity. 

Our Saviour continued to his death in this true and 
proper mode of worſhip, the only one acceptable to the

let me aſk you, where are yours to be found? not in 
Scripture, I alſure you, but in Maſs Books — in Prayer 
Books eſtabliſhed by authority — in Decrees of Popos 
and Councils, and in Acts of Parliament. Are Mats 
Books, decrees of Popes and Councils, or Acts of Parlia- 
ment, the laws of Chriſtians? I deteſt and abjure them 
all, for neither Pope, nor Council, nor King, nor Biſhop, 
nor Synod, nor Parliament, have power to impoſe any 
form whatever, much leſs their impious forms on Chri- 
ſtians. I myſelf indeed: have obeyed theſe things. I 
have been a ſervant of Anti-Chrilt: but I thank God, 
even the God and Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that 
he has enabled me to tear from my forchead the accurſed 
mark. In matters of religion I declare myſelſ the ſubject 
of Jeſus Chrilt alone; in civil matters I am the ſubject of 
the civil magiſtrate, whom according to the . 
willingly obey. 4 :291 
Ts it not alloniſhing, Brethren, that, notwithſtanding 
the variety of excellent forms in the New Teſtament, want 
of. your Clergy and Minifters ſhould adopt a forth 
equally repugnant to Scripture,” and to common ſenſe ; Ti 
is uſual for them to add at the cloſe of their fermoris, 
Now to God the Father, God the Son, and God the Holy 
Ghoſt, be aſcribed, as is moſt due, all honour and glory, 
now and for ever. Thus they ſe ruple not to offend-the 
Majeſty of heaven, and, inſtead of obeyiug the Scriptures, 

they follow the vain traditions of men. 
Brethren,. 
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Brethren, I ſpeak plainly to you, becauſe I lament thg 
ſtate, into which you are fallen. I wauld exhort you to 
turn from your wicked errors, and to read with attention 
the words of Chriſt and his Apoſtles. ."There are paſ- 
ſages, it is certain, in your Teſtament ill tranſlated, but 
un honeſt mind cannet” fail of coming to the truth, if 
he compare Scripture with Scripture; but, if you are re- 
ſolyed to be led away by the diſſiculties, which, ſrom an 
obſcure or ill-tranſlated text, a Prieſt may throw in your 
way, be aſſured, that you are far gone from the ſimplic ity 
of the Goſpcl, and make the Scripture ; ſource of infinite 
. confuſion. | 

Having ſhown to you, Brethren, that Chriſt and his 
Apoſtles worſhipped one God, the Father of us all, ] 
ſhall remove a difficulty, which evil men frequently throw 
in your way, fla::dering us, as if we degraded our Saviour. 
Becauſe we worſhip only one God, they ſay, that we dit- 
honour Chriſt. We give Chriſt all due honour, but we 
cannot without blaſphemy make him equal to our Maker. 
The Scriptures are our guide in this reſpect alſo. They 
teach us that * Jeſus Chriſt was a man like ourſelves, 
« fn only excepted, p that he is the beloved Son of God 
«* — the holy one, the juſt, the prince of life, the lorg 
«of all that he is the Lamb of God, that taketh away 
« the fins of the world —: that in him and no other is ſal- 
* yation, for there is no other name under heaven given 
* 3mong men, whereby we mult be ſaved — f that God 
© hath exalted him, and given him a name, which is 
* above every name, that, at the name of Jeſus, every

In ſhort, we ſay with St. Paul, 3 that, when God raiſed 
« him from the dead, he fet him at his own right hand 
«in the heavenly places, far above all principality, and 
power, and might, and dominion, and every name that 
« is named, not only in this world, but the world to 
« come, and put all things under his feet, and gave him 
« to be the head over all things to the church, which is 
« his body, even the fullneſs of him, that filleth all in all.” 
Thus we give to Chriſt all glory, honour and power, 
that the Scriptures direct to be given, flill believing that 
z «there is one God and Father of all, who is above all, 
« andthrough all, and in you all — * that there is one God, 
« and one Mediator between God and man, the man 
« Chriſt Jeſus.” 

We believe farther, that a Chriſt ſhall return to this 
« earth, ſhall have dominion over all, putting all enemies 
« under his feet: after which cometh the end, when he 
« ſhall have delivered up the kingdom to God, even the 
« Father, then ſhall the Son alſo himſelf be ſubjeQ unto 
« him, that put all things under him, that God may be all 
«in all.” 

Of true chriſtians we ſay þ © that they are the children 
« of God — c heirs of God and joint heirs with Chriſt —

But, Brethren, if our privileges are great, we know alſo 
that we muſt attend to our conduct, and f * that the king- 
dom of God is not meat and drink but righteouſneſs and 
« peace and joy in the holy Ghoſt — g that we are not to 
« live unto ourſelves but unto Chriſt — h and though it 
« doth not appear what we ſhall be, we are certain that 
« when Chriſt ſhall appear, we ſhall be like bim, for we 
« ſhall ſee him as he is. 

Thus, Brethren, I have with the utmoſt EDS 
ſpoken to you on ſubjects of the greateſt i importance to a 
rational creature. The Bible is the rock, on which 1 
ſtand, and I exhort you to ſtudy it with attention, caſting 
off the yoke, that narrow minded Prieſts and miniſters 
would impoſe upon you. And I cannot conclude this 
addreſs to you, without repeating my chief poſitions ; that 
God i is one, and that the whole doctrine of the Trinity 
is a libel on the . l and an inſult on the under- 


ſtanding of mankind.
